\ aii Dien, 'Niedermeier: ahdi.AIarx, for 
the murder of John B. Johnson at tho 
barns at the time Stewart was slain; 
.Marx, for the ninrder of lJete(!tive John 
tjuinn, November 21; Van Dien and 
Niedermeier, for the murder of Adolph 
Johnson, .■Vugnst 1, at North 47th ;ind 
West North avenue, in the saloon of 
'B. iC. Legrosse; also the murder of Le- 
gro.sse at the same time. No eoguizauco 
will be taken iu Illinois of tlie murder 
of Brakeman L. J. Sovea iu Indiana. 

Tt is tlie intention, of . Sta to Attorney 
iDineen to bring the men ■to a trial .as 
iiuickly as possible. It ni.iy be neces- 
sary to have two trials, as although 
the four men worked togetlior, it hap- 
pened that wlieu the greater crimes 
were couiiiiitteil one of the number was 
absent. Boeski was not at the robbery 
at the car barns, and had no pare in 
the murders coininitted at that time.

en from Uoeski's bod.v, tliirteen from 
A'an Dien's body and si.v from the faco 
and forehead of Niedermeier. . Nieder- 
meier and Van Dien joked with'.- Roeskl 
when the physicians were probing for 
some shot lodged in the man's back. 

'That's what you get for running," 
they laughed. 

I'reviotis to liis career iig a hold-up 
nian aud murderer iu Chicago, Peter 
'■Nciderniier was a murderer, according 
to u story tohl in the Harrison street 
police station tonight. According to Ills 
story, his lirst victim was a trainman 
iu Canada. 

To the police officers and railroad de- 
tectives who were questioning him ho 
related the circumstances as follows: 

"In IS'Jo, I was beating my way west 
on a freight traiu loaded with, coal 
bound from Portage La Prairie. When 
riding on top of the train I was ordered 
to ^ get oir by a mau, whom they called 
"Cajitain," but whose name 1 never 
learned. I heard afterwards he was a 
railroad detective. Ho ordered jue from 
the train and wlieu I refused to get off 
h(! threw coal at me. 1 threw back at 
him, aud one of the lumps struck liim 
on till! head. Ho then drew a revolver 
and lircil twice at mo. Both times he 
missed me, and then X drew niy revolver. 
I tirod «ix shots ami throe of them hit 
him. X shot him in the head, in tho 
abdomen and in tho side. He ran a 
fe%v feet and fell dead on top of thO 
car. I searched him and lound uo 
money. Later the train crew came along 
ami 1 heard they found $40 in his pock- 
eis. 1 \vas 'sore' when I learned what 
1 had missed. 

"1 was only a boy then, but I did not 
iiileiid t.,1 lie run over by any olliccr, and 
when he tried to make me get olf the 
train 1 decided it would he my life or 
his. After shooting liim I got off tho 
Ir.iiii ami went from ilioro to Winnipeg 
and heard no more about the case."

Tlie ilinanciai proposals of the govern- 
ment form a bmiget of very heavy read- 
ing. To attemvit to discuss details at 
present would lehve our readers and our- 
isolves in a bewildering fog. .It strikes us 
that the best plan, tho ou'.y iihin by 
which a newspaper cmild pnirccd intclli- 
gontly, is to permit the finance minister 
to expound his legislation, line upon 
lino and precept upon .precept, and to 
follow him with such coiament upon de- 
tails as appears to bo uecossary and 
helpful, iu the meantime conliuing to the 
attempt to grasp the general .princi- 
ples upon which the legislation is based. 
In the tirst place, we have to coii-'ratu- 
lalo the goveniiiiciit on boiiiu' ready 
with such importaut legish.tion at tho 
•iponiug of the session. iWhen we con- 
sider the length of time the govern- 
ment ha^J boon in power, and the Jact 
that its administrative runctioas have 
lieon interfered with by a campaign in 
tho country and a general election, there 
would have been excuse for longer de- 
lay in hriiigiiig down legislation involving 
such monumental .'unl intricate ctjiis'lruc- 
tive labor in its iU'eparation. The gov- 
ernment's promptness of action is one 
consideration which will induce a favor- 
able reception to the measures it con- 
siders necessary.

V<iu are 
no doulit aware that I am the only I'.rit- 
ish surfreou left in Xisch, ami tlia't I re- 
main simply to wind uj) the Itritisli I{ed 
Cross society's affairs, and tlien to 'hand 
tlie liospitui awl tlie reia^iiuiug stores 
over the Turkish authorities before the 
New Year.

The fautous, or, rathor, infamous, tower 
of >i;ulls ^'listl■nlHl with a trli.'istly ;iliin\- 
mer in tlie hri^'lit sun as we lialted to 
iusiiect the >.'rini tio|diy balf a leauMio 
from tho tcjwn. This monument of 
Turkish cruolty was the oulcome of an 
unsuccessful attempt of the Servians at 
the boKinnin^'. of last century to thn)w 
idV tlie hated Turkish yoke. The 
wretelied insur^'eut lu'isoners witli their 
families were in.arclioil to this spot. Men, 
wimieii, an<l children wore rutlilesnly 
bulchercd and decapitated, and their 
heads imbedded in the four walls of 
<'enicnt some liftocn feet in hoifrht. In 
horizontal r<iws three feet deep were 
the remaining.' relics of those imfortnii- 
ale people, ;:rinnim; from out the tol- 
icrin,:; walls of tho lower. LMany had 
shrunken and fallen out of their ni<'hi'ii. 
iTlie hair of some was still visible stick 
in;: in the hollow <'avities; tlie bones 
had been trodden into tho earth or car- 
ried away iby jackals -und wolves. Leslie 
picked up the vertebra of a small child, 
irio told me that he could easily tell its 
a^'o. and came to tho conclusion that 
it was only four years old when some 
cowardly rufllan sevcrotl its poor little 
head.
